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Description 

Blanket censorship order preventing reporting on Australia's largest financial corruption case and any 
derived allegations against the current and former heads of state of Malaysia, Indonesia and Vietnam and 
other senior officials. The document also specifically bans publication of the order itself and the June 2014 
affidavit of Australia's newly appointed representative to the UN, Gillian Bird. The order was granted under 
"national security" grounds in order to "prevent damage to Australia's international relations". The order 
was issued following the indictment of seven senior executives related to the Reserve Bank of Australia. 
The case concerns allegations of multi-million-dollar payments to persons with high-level political 
connections in Malaysia, Vietnam and Indonesia in order to secure contracts for the production of 
Australian plastic currency banknotes for these countries.

Subject to further order, there be no disclosure, by publication or otherwise, of 
any information (whether in electronic- or paper Ibrai) derived from or prepared 
for the purposes of these proceedings (including (he terms of these orders, arid 
the affidavit of Gillian Elizabeth Bird affirmed on 12 June 2014) that reveals/, 
implies, suggests or alleges that any person to whom this order applies; . ■ i 



(a) received or attempted to receive a. bribe or -improper payment; 

(b) . acquiesced in or was wilfully blind as to any person receiving or 

attempting to receive a bribe or improper payment; or 

(e) was the intended or proposed, recipient of a "bribe or improper payment. 

Subject to further order, ordei" 1 applies to the following pen-sunn: 

(a) any current or former Prime Minister of Malaysia, (including references 
to ?M'); 

(b) any current or former Deputy Prime Minister of Malaysia (including 
references to 'DPM'); 

(c) any current or former Finance Minister of Malaysia (including references 
to TM'); 

(d) ■ Mohammad Najib Abdul Razak, currently Prime Minister (since 2009) 

and Finance Minister (since 2008) of Malaysia; 

(e) Abdullah Ahmad Badawi (also known as Pak Lab), a former Prime 
Minister (2003 2009) and Finance Minister (2003 - 2008) of Malaysia; 

(E) Pnan Noni (also known as Ms/Madame Noni ? or Noniii), a sister-in-law 
of Abdullah Alimad Badawi; 

(g) Mahathir Mohamcd j a former Prime Minister (1981 - 2003) and Finance 
Minister (2001 - 2003) of Malaysia; 

(h) Daim Zainuddin, a former Finance Minister of Malaysia (1.984 — 1 991 ; 
1999-2001); 

(i) Rafidah Aziz, a former Trade Minister of Malaysia (1987-2008); 

(j) Harnid Albar, a former Minister for Foreign Affairs (1999 - 2008) and 
Minister of Home Affairs (2008- 2009) of Mai ay si a; 

(fc) Susiio Uambang Yudhoyono (also known as SBY), currently President 
of Indonesia (since 2004); 

(1) Megawati Sukarnoputri, (also known as Mega) f a former President, of- 
Indonesia (2001 -2004) and current leader of the PD1-P political pqfrfy; 
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(nij Laksamana Sukarcti, a former Indonesian minister (2001 ■ ■ 2004' in 
Megawati Sukarnoputri's government); 

(11) Truong Tan San, currently President of Vietnam (since 2011); 

(o) Nguyen Tan Dung, currently Prune Minister of Vietnam (since 2006); 

(p) Le Dllc Thuy, a Former Chahman of the National Financial Supervisory 
Committee (2007 - 201 1 ) arid a former Governor of the Stale Bank of 
Vietnam (1 999 - 2007); and 

(q) Nong Due; Manhj a former General Secretary of the Communist Party of 
Vietnam (2001 -2011). 

3. Subject to further order, order 1 does not prevent: 

(a) disclosures to and among Commonwealth officers (as defined hy s 3 of 
the Crimes Act .19.14 (Cm)) or international investigatory international 
prosecuting authorities^ and otlicr like mternational entities; 

(b) provision by the Court to registered media organisations, under cover of 
a notice referring to the existence of these orders, of transcript and 
exhibits (which, for the avoidance of doubt> niust then be treated in 
accordance with order 1 above); 

(e) provision of material by the Commonwealth Director of Public 
Prosecutions to Note Printing Australia Pty Ltd and ite legal 
representatives, provided any such material is provided together with a 
copy of these orders. 

4< The prohibition on publication in order 1 applies throughout Australia, 

5. The purpose of these orders is to prevent damage to Australia's international 
relations that maybe caused by the publication of material that may damage the 
reputations of specified individuals who are not the subject of charges in these 
proceedings. 



6. These orders are made on the grounds that they are:

necessary to prevent 4 real and substantial risk of prejudice to the proper 
administration of justice that cannot be prevented by other reasonably 
available means; and .

necessary to prevent prejudice to the interests of the Commonwealth hi 
relation to nab on al security, 



7. These orders operate Ibr a period of 5 years from the date of these orders, unle&s 
sooner revoked,
